the commencement of the Revotvurion. It 
is one of those which are to be included in 
the Private Memoirs of that illustrious man. 
This work, as we learn from the Ixreu- 
GENCER, will contain, among others, the let- 
ters from W asnineTon to his son-in-law, the 
late Jonn Parxe Curtis, once asserted, 
but untruly, to have been taken by the ene- 
my, with the servant and baggage of the 
Commander-in-Chief, at the capture of Fort 
Leg, in 1776. Whatever may be the lite- 
rary execution of the Memoirs, these appen- 
dages cannot fail to render them intensely 
interesting to every AmERIvAN. 


Philadelphia, June 18th, 1775. 
My Deanest—I am now set down to write 
to you on a subject which fills the with inexpres- 
sible concern, and this concern is greatly aggra- 
vated and increased, when I reflect upon the un- 
easiness I know it will give you. It has been 
determined in Congress, that the whole Army 
raised for the defence of the American cause 
shall be put under my care, and that it is neces- 
sary for me to proceed immediately to Boston to 
take upon me the command of it. You may be- 
lieve me, my dear Patsy, when I assure you in the 
most soleinn manner, that, so far from seeking 
this appointment, I have used every endeavor in 
my power to avoid it, not only from my unwilling- 
ness to part with you and the family, but from a 
consciousness of its being a trust too great for 
my capacity, and that I should enjoy more real 
happiness in one month with you at home, than 
{ have the most distant prospect of finding 
abroad, if my stay was to be seven times seven 
ears. Butas it has been a kind of destiny that 
Son thrown me upon this service, I shall hope 
that my undertaking of it is designed to answer 
some good purpose.

A correspondent of the Lonpon Times ad- 
dresses the following questions to the circulators 
of a paper which we copied, on Thursday, from 
the Morninc Cnronicix:—Is the nobleman 
or gentleman who now lets his estate for 20,0001. 
or 30,000/. a-year, which formerly let for 10,000/., 
one whit richer than he was? Must not he, as 
well as the labourer, pay the augmented price 
of wheat in the bread consumed by his family? — 
(the price of wheat you say is doubled.) Must 
he not also pay the augmented rate for the 
maintainance of the poor, which rate is not 
merely doubled, but generally quadrupled, and, 
in some instances, augmented 20 and 30 fold of 
what it formerly was? Is not the landholder 
thus reduced in the same proportion as the 
labourer? But let us inquire a little farther, 
and we shall find, that in nine cases out of ten 
he is much more reduced in proportivn to hie 
former condition than the labourer is. During the 
short dazzling and delusive season of high rents 
and high wages, did either patty contemplate 
the return to low prices, which so soon took 
place? If the labourer disdained his brown 
bread and beer to indulge in the luxuries of 
roast beef, gin, and tea, did not the landholder 
indulge the fatal golden dream that his rental 
was more likely to increase than to diminish? 
Did he not thereupon double and triple his mar- 
riage-settlements?—his portioneto his daughters? 
his allowances to his younger sons, who, instead 
of being brought up to a useful trade, like men- 
of the same class 50 years ago, must now be all 
sent to college, where, if they learn nothing else, 
they learn to spend and run in debt like princes, 
and must be pushed into professions, which 
can rarely be doné without money? Have not 
nine-tenths of the landholders mortgaged their 
estates to raise money for such purposes? and 
are not rents falling, with the falling in of every 
lease, leaving him scarcely a sufficient income 
to pay the interest of his debts, and scarcely the 
option of reducing his establishment, as that 
might be the signal to his creditors to reduce 
him to bankruptcy, which, however feeble the 
hope of retrieving his affairs, every man endeav- 
ours to defer to the latest possible moment? The 
labourer may perhaps eut less to-day than the 
gentleman, (would to God he had greater abund- 
ance,) but he sleeps sounder: he has every 
thing to hope—the landholder hag every thing to

DREADFUL EXPLOSION. 

Our city was astounded last evening by the 
appalling intelligence of the destruction of the 
Steam Frigate Fulton, at the Navy Yard, 
Brooklyn, and the killing and wounding of a 
great number of men by the explosion of the 
powder magazine. We have collected the par- 
ticulars of this terrible catastrophe chiefly from 
the Daily Advertiser and Gazette—having also 
made a visit to the melancholy spot, to collect 
such additional facts as have transpired since 
those papers were put to press. 

The Fulton has, ever since, the war, been oc- 
cupied as a receiving ship, and was moored 
within two hundred yards of the shore. The 
magazine was in the bow of the ship, and con- 
tained, at the time of the explosion, but three 
barrels of damaged powder. The explosion 
was not louder than that produced by the dis- 
charge of a single cannon; and many persons in 
the Navy Yard supposed the report to have pro- 
ceeded from such a source, until they saw the 
immense column of smoke arising from the ves- 
sel. Others about the yard saw the masts rising 
into the air before the explosion, and immediate- 
ly after the air was filled with fragments of 
the vessel. It is not a little remarkable, that a 
Midshipman who was, at the time of the acci- 
dent, asleep on board of the frigate U. States, 
within two hundred yards of the frigate, was 
not at all disturbed by the report of the explo- 
sion, and was not aware of the occurrence, un- 
til he was told of it after he awoke. 

The Fulton is a complete wreck, the bow 
being destroyed nearly to the water, and the 
whole of this immense vessel, whose sides were 
more than four fect thick, and all other parts 
of corresponding str@ngth—is now lying an en- 
tire heap of ruins, burst asunder in all parts, 
and aground at the spot where she was moored. 
Although she was but 200 yards from the Navy 
Yard, and many vessels near her, not one of 
them received the least damage; nor was the 
bridge which led from the shore to the Fulton, 
at all injured. The sentinel upon the bridge 
received no wound whatever, and continued to 
perform his duty after the accident, as uncon- 
cerned as though nothing had happened. The 
sentinel on board the ship was less fortunate, 
and escaped with merely (a slight accident on 
such oceasions) a broken leg. There were at- 
tached to the Fulton, by the roll of the ship, 
143 persons; and at the time of the explosion, 
there were supposed to have been on board the 
vessel about sixty persons.

It happened, fortunately, that Sixty-two men 
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formerly attached to the fiigate, were drafted 
on ‘Tuesday, and had prox eceded to Norfolk, 
to form part of the crew of the frigate Constel- 
lation, now on tie eve of departure for a foreign 
station. The band, 17 in number were on 
shore.

At the timo of the explosion, the officers wero 
dining in the ward room. The lady of Lieut. 
Brackenridge, and the son of Lieut. Platt, a lad 
of about nine years old, were guests, and one 
account says both were slightly wounded. An- 
other account says Lieut. Mull, who was sitting 
next to the son of Lieut. Platt, with great pre- 
sence of mind caught hold of him, and placed 
him in one of the port holes, by which means he 
escaped uninjured. Lieut. Platt had returned 
only yesterday morning, having been absent 
one month on leave. 
commander of the frigate, Captain Newton, 
left heronly a few minutes before the explosion; 
the former having been on board on a visit of 
inspection. 

The escape of Midshipman Eckford seems to 
have been almost When Com.

This part of the ship, as may well be 
imagined, is completely demolished. Indeed the 
ship remains as complete a wreck as probably 
was ever beheld.—The timbers throughout ap- 
pear to have been perfectly rotten. Many of 
the guns were thrown overboard, and somo of 
them (of large dimensions) now hang as it were 
by a hair. 

The bodies of the dead and wounded were 
brought on shore as soon as citcumstances would 
permit. The former, after being recognized, 
were put into coffins. The latter were carried to 
the Hospital of the Navy Yard, and every atten- 
tion paid to them. The bodies of the dead were 
shockingly mangled; thei: features distorted, 
and so much blackened, that it wes difficult to 
recognize them, All the physicians of Brooklyn, 
and several from this city, proffered their servi- 
ces, which proved very acceptable. 

As soon as the intelligence reached the city, 
thousands of persons visited the wreck of the 
Fulton. The steam boats on their passage up 
the river, stopped to learn the particulars, and 
hundreds of small boats proceeded to the spot. 
The Navy Yard was also filled with persons 
making inquiries after their relations or friends, 
and expressing much anxiety to see the bodies, 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether they 
were among the dead or wounded. 

The interest excited by the news of this event, 
was last evening intense and universal. Nor 
has it abated this morning. 

Commodore Chauncey and the officers of the 
station were on board the wreck, after the ex- 
plosion, giving directions to remove the scat- 
tered timber, in order that a search might take 
place for such bodies as might be buried in the 
ruins. 

The tide being at the ebb, immense quan- 
tities of the fragments of the ship floated down 
in front of the city, and hundreds of small boats 
were seen busily engaged im securing them. 

Since the foregoing was prepared, we have 
had a call from an officer who left the hulk 
since ten o’clock. The tide had come in, so 
that she was filled with water. 

We are pained to learn that Mrs. Brecken- 
ridge is not slightly, but very severely wounded; 
and the injury of Lieut. Platt is so serious, 
that but a faint hope is indulged of his re- 
covery. 

What is a very remarkable circumstance, al- 
though several of the persons at dinner in the 
ward room escaped with their lives, and some 
of them injured, not a vestige of the table, 
chairs, or any of the furniture in the room re- 
main. Every thing was blown to atoms. 

The scene, even this morning, at the Navy 
Yard, is distressing beyond description. Indeed 
to attempt a description of such a spectacle, 
at the very moment when our feelings are har- 
rowed up toa painful degree by the shocking 
reality, secms too revolting to be undertaken. 
We might speak of the wounded living, and the 
mangled dead, and of the fragments of bodies 
blown to pieces, mingled among the broken 
relics of the ship—but such particulars may bet- 
ter be left to the reader’s imagination. 

When we left the Navy Yard at 11 o’clock, 
only fire men were unaccounted for. These 
have doubtless perished, either by drowning, 
or by being crushed among the timbers. 

The interment of the bodies of the sea- 
men, &c. was to take place at half past one 
o’clock this day—that of Lieut. Breckenridge 


at 6 o’clock this afternoon.

Whereas, it appears, from various documents of the 
most unquestionable character, that habits of intemper- 
ance in the use of ardent spirits are the means of supply- 
ing our alms houses, jails, and penitentiaries wi 
major part of the tenants of those mansions of crime, 
misery, and wretchedaess. 

And whereas, it also appears that no small portion of 
the murders and suicides that disgrace our annals, are 
proved to arise from the same baneful source. 

And whereas, humanity and religion loudly call upon 
all the well wishers of their species to make exertions te 
arrest the progress of this devouring monster. 

And whereas, the mest effectual and practicable means 
of effectaating this desirable object is to form Societies 
tu discourage the use of ardent spin its.

It is with no ordinary feelings of sorrow, that 


we record the death of Charles Baker, Esq. of 
| Pittsfield, ayd Mr. Oliver Warner, of the town of 


| Phelps, Ontario County, N. ¥. They were both 
instantly killed on Friday last, in the Post Office 
at Conway, by a stroke of lightning. They had 
each been at Conway on a visit to their friends, 
and had taken passage in the stage for their re- 
spective places of abode. While the mail was 
changing, they were standing in the Post Office 
within 4 or 5 feet of each other. There were 
two other persons in the room (about 20 feet by 
12) besides the stage driver, who was standing 
in thedoor. One of these persons was sitting in 
a chair between Messrs. Baker and Warner, with 
his feet upon the rounds.* He was thrown upon 
the floor, but received no serious injury.

gated im General Orders on Saturday last. The 
lirst of these men, Moore, was charged with 
Desertion, aggravated by his having attacked 
Sergeant Surby of the 66th Regiment, when in 
the execution of his duty, me inflicted upon 
him a severe wound with a‘pair of scissors, which 
he seized in the house in which he was made 
prisoner. ‘The facts were fully proved in evi- 
dence and the Court, considering the heinous na- 
ture of ius offence, sentenced him to be shot to 
Death. 

The second prisoner M‘Cormick, who was 
| servantto Ensign Gibson, was tried on a charge 
of Desertion, and on a second charge of having 
taken away a watch, wearing apparel and 
| other property, belonging to Mr. Gibson; being 
| found guilty on both charges, he has been sen- 

tenced to transportation, as a felon, for life. 
Thomas Nixon, charged with desertion, was 
| also found guilty and sentenced to transportation 
| for seven years. In the course of the trial it was 
stated in evidence, by Sergeant Surby, that when 
he was attacked and overpowered by Moore, 
| the first prisoner, he should have lost his life, 
had it not been for the prompt and effectual in- 
terference of this man, who rescued him, andas- 
sisted in securing Moore.
